The Division was visited by Dr, Wood of UNRRA, who was sceking various 
- epidemiologic information with special reference to conditions presently cx-: 
Bi sting in Korea.

Of particular interest to this Division ,.were 
Piatters relative to observance of the International Quarantine Covenant and to 
Bsiicr clearance of quarantinable discascs, at both ends of shuttle routes 
Beacing repatriates to or from Japan.
